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JOHNSON BEATEN 
ON 3-CENT FARES 


Close Election in Cleveland 


Turns After an Apparent 
Victory for Mayor. 


SURPRISE TO DEMOCRATS 


Bryan’s Chances Considered Less Seri- 
ously — Liquor Men Intend to 
Knife the Republican Ticket.

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Oct. 22.—Mayor 
Tom L. Johnson probably was defeated in 
the special election held here to-day on 
the referendum of the three-cent-fare 
franchise to the Municipal Traction Com- 
pany. 

On the returns it appeared at 10 o’clock 
’ that he had won by about 450 votes, but 
just before midnight the Election Board 
discovered a mistake in the count which 
showed .Mayor Johnson defeated. 

The result as announced was: Against 
franchise, 38,484; for franchise, 
majority, 879. 

Up to the close of the polls this after- 
noon Johnson's adherents had been con- 
fidently betting even on a majority of 
ten thousand or more. The question that 
is agitating beth political camps in Cleve- | 
land to-night is what effect Johnson's | 
cropper is going to have on the National 
election, a week from Tuesday. 

Taken as a Republican Victory. 

It is idle to say, of course, that the re- | 
sult entirely political in its signifi- 
cance, There were many men in each 
party who voted for the franchise, and| 
both Democrats and Republicans in 
large numbers voted against it. But it 
is true that in the great crowds which 
jammed the streets around the newspaper 
offices while the bulletins were coming 
in, gains against the franchise were |} 
cheered as Republican and even the 
Democratic newspapers in bulletining the 
result in wards that went against the 
franchise tacked on to the bulletin the] 
words ‘‘ Republican ward.” 

There is a general disposition now to| 
take the result as proof that Mayor John- 
son has lost a good part at least of his 
hold on the voters of this city, and from 
that the argument is made that his sup- |! 
port of Bryan will be similarly, affected. 
This may not be a good argument, but it | 
{fs significant that the ‘silk stocking” 
residéntial wards, which are heavily Re- 
publican, joined with the wards where 
the striking street car men live in giving 
either narrow majorities for the fran- 
chise or going against it. 

The loss of support which Johnson has 
suffered since he appeared before the 
people of Cleveland in the réle of a cor- 
poration magnate managing a street car 
system is clearly shown in the result of 
the referendum. Last year he was elect- 
ed Mayor over Congressman Burton by 
more than 8,000. It was one of the hot- 
test fights that had ever taken place 
fn this city, and a big vote was polled. 

This year the fight was renewed and 
again a heavy vote was polled, but John- 
son’s majority was cut almost out of 
sight. The verdict heard everywhere in | 
the crowd in the streets to-night was |} 
that “he can never carry another elec- 
tion In Cleveland."’ 
Republicans Are Cheered Up. 


The Republican campaign managers 
were keenly interested thfS afternoon in 
the result of the referendum. They were 
unanimous in the belief that defeat for 
Johnson would indicate a situation very 
favorable for them at the general elec- 
tion. Both sides figured that victory for 
Johnson by a narrow margin was tanta- 
mount to defeat as far as its political ef- 
fect was concerned. 

As to the result of the general election 
the Republicans are all convinced that 
Taft and Harris will carry Cuyahoga 
County. As to the legislative ticket, there 
are some misgivings. But in view of the 
result of the referendum the Republicans 
are already picking up about their legis- 
) lative ticket. 

There is a very heavy registration in} 
4 this city this year, the total being over 
92,000. This about 6,500 greater than 
it was four years ago. The increase 
distributed over both Republican and 
Democratic wards, so that it has no 
special significance in the way of fur- 
nishing a clue to the possible result of 
that election. But it does show that the 
apathy which has marked the campaign 
has not affected the voters to any great 
degree, and that makes the Republican 
managers cheerful. Among the Demo- 
cratic leaders there is an open division of 
opinion as to the result of the election. 
Some of them are willing to admit pri- 
vately their belief that Taft and Harris 
will carry the State. Others are more 
optimistic, and think that Bryan will get 
the Ohio electoral votes. There is very 
little hope among them that Harmon can 
be elected Governor.

The controversy over the question of 
voting after 5 o’clock arose as a result of 
an opinion signed by George BE. Sterling, 
Acting Corporation Counsel, in which he 
advised John T. Dooling, President of the 
Board of Elections, that a reasonable in- 
terpretation of the law would be to permit 
every person in line at the hour of 5 to 
cast his ballot, and to place a policeman 
at the end of the line when the hour of 5 
struck to guard against intruders. 

Attorney General Jackson in a letter to 
Superintendent of JElections William 
Leary held this opinion to be wrong, and 
pointed to the language of the statutory 
provision, according to which none but 
persons actually engaged in voting at the 
closing hour must be permitted to cast

EXPRESS RATE AIDS SHIPPER. 


Hughes Alllance Sees Good Work of 
the Commission. 


The Hiughes Alliance says it has discow~ 
ered why the United States Express Com- 
pany is not making as much money for ita 
stockholders now as it used toa The Al- 
liance asserts that, after an investigation 
of the express company rate books, it 
has found that the $250,000 which the 
company’s Directors say they lost last 
year because of requirements made by 
the Government and the State Utilities 


Commissions, has gone to the small ship- 
pers. In other words, what has been 
the express company’s loss has been the 
small shipper’s gain. The action of the ; 
commissions was, of course, directed 
against all the express companies. | 

The Alliance issued this statement last 
night: 

By the old plan a small shipper was 
charged 65 cents for a quarter of a pound 
of freight shipped from New York to the 
Pacific Coast, while he was charged only 
$1 for seven pcunds shipped to the Coast. 
The rates look regular enough to a layman, 
but under analysis of experts here is what 
develops: 

If a package weighed 74% pounds the 
charge was $1.50 the same as for ten 
pounds. And if a package weighed 10\4 
pounds the charge was $2.15, the same as 
for fifteen pounds, In the first instance 
the charge was $1 for seven pounds and 
50 cents for a quarter of a pound, and in 
the other ten pounds went for $1.50 and 
@ quarter of a pound for 65 cents. Com- 
putations made by those who investigated 
for the Hughes, Alllance showed that the 
pounds went for 14 or 15 cents each and 
the ounces for 12 or 15 cents each. This 
method has all been changed. 

The alliance points out that the small 
shippers are the ones who got the $250,000 
which the United States Express Company 
lost last year, they and the receivers and 
consumers who profit by reduced cost of 
shipment. >» 


SHEARN RIDICULES CHANLER. 


Policy, Not Conviction, Forced Him to 
Answer Hughes, Candidate Declares.

NOW DISFRANCHISED 


| Hang Is a Farragut Veteran with 


a Fine Navy Record and 
Is a Pensioner. 


WOULD VOTE FOR TAFT 


Came Here Fifty Years Ago and Took 
Out First Papers In 1866, but 
Now Loses His Citizenship. 


——— 


William A. Hang, who ts one of Farra- 
gut’s veterans, a pensioner of the United 
States Government, the possessor of 
papers proving that his record in the 
navy was a fine one and that his char- 
acter was “ excellent,” and who came to 
the United States from China almost fifty 
years ago, to the day, will not be able 
to vote at the coming election unless his 
friends manage to have set aside the re- 
cent ruling of Supreme Court Justice 
Blanchard, cancelling the old Chinaman’s 
naturalization papers. 

Mr. Hang, who has a cigar store at 500 
Pearl Street, near Centre Street, has been 
voting in New York since 1878, and last 

iday when he got a note from Assistant 
United States District Attorney Hugh 
Govern, Jr., telling him to come to 5 
Beekman Street the next day, and bring 
his pension papers with him, old Mr, 
Hang couldn’t figure out what it all 
meant. Bverybody in the First Assembly 
District and half the people on Staten 
Island know this old Chinese veteran and 
are unanimous in saying that the old man 
has got a pretty rough deal. 

Here is the letter that gave Mr. Hang 
the first tntimation that something was 


wrong with his papers: 
Mr, William Hang, 500 Pearl Street, New 
York City: 

Bir—You are requested to call at this of- 
fice to-morrow at 10 o'clock A. M. Please 
bring your pension certificate with you. 
Respectfully, HUGH GOVERN, JR., 

Assistant U. S. District Attorney. 

Oct, 15. 


“I got the letter last Friday,’’ said Mr. 


Lm = J yesterday, ‘“‘and wofried all that 
night trying to figure out what it meant; 
but that I was to be deprived of my citl- 
zenship after fifty years in the United 
States never entered my mind. Well, I 
was there on the minute next day, and a 
man who met me took my papers. He 
kept them, and handed me another paper 
instead. I asked what it meant. but they 
didn’t give me any satisfaction, and 
signed some paper, but I don’t know. what 
it was about, yet. 
about it, for I have been here since I was 
a boy 18 years old, and never had any 
trouble of any kind.in all the years. I 
have a family, and two of my daughters 
are married and live on Staten Island. 
have tried to be a good American citizen, 
and I think my honorable discharge pa~- 
pers from the navy prove that I have suc- 
ceeded pretty well.’ 

Here is a copy of the document that 
was given to Mr. Hang by the Assistant 
Uniteq States District Attorney: 

You are hereby notified that a petition has 
been filed by the United States of America, in 
the United States District Court, in the City 
of New York, on the 15th day of October, in 
the year 1908, for the purpose of setting aside 
and cancelling the certificate of citizenship 
which was issued to you on the 6th day of 
October, 1892, by the County Court, County of 
Richmond, in the State of New York, on the 
ground that the same was procured Illegally, 
and that you are required to make answer to 
said petition of the United States of America 
within sixty days after formal service hereof 
upon you, the said petition having been filed 
and this notice given you In pursuance of the 
provisions of the act of Congress of the United 
States entitled ‘‘ An act to establish a Buregu 
of Immigration and Naturalization and to pro- 
vide for a uniform rule for the naturalizatién 
of aliens throughout the United States,"* ap- 
proved June 29, 1906. Yours respectfully, 

HUGH GOVERN, Jr., 
Assistant United States District Attorney. 

Oct. 15. 1908. 

This petition was served on Mr. Hang 
as a result of the decision filed by Jus- 
tice Blanchard revoking and setting aside 
his certificate of naturalization on the 
ground that it was void. 

Mr. Hang says he was formerly a Dem- 
ocrat, but recently enrolled as a Repub- 
lican in the Sixth Dlection District of 
the First Assembly District. His inten- 
tion was to vote for Taft, He says he 
took out his first papers tn Richmond 
County In 1866, but lost them, and in 
1892, to be regular, took another set of 
papers. ['ntil last week, he said, those 
papers were never questioned, and he 
always registered as a qualified voter 
without any comment on the part of the 
registration officers. 

ir.: Hang’s pension certificate for 
service in the civil war is No. 38,665, 
and shows that he served from 1862 to 
the end of the war as a steward in Far- 
Tragut’s fleet. The certificate is signed 
by Vespasian Warner. who was at that 
time ommissioner of Pensions. The

Paraders’ Tumult Makes New 
York’s Election Night Fade 


Into Insignificance. 


ADMIRAL REVIEWS THRONG 


Climax of Ovation at Embassy, Where 
Mrs. O’Brien and Other American 
Women Received Paraders. 


TOKIO, Oct. 22.—The capital of Japan 
witnessed to-night the most extraordinary 
evidence of the spirit of the new Japan. 
After giving an audience to the officers 
of the American battleship fleet on Tues- 
day, the Emperor issued an order direct- 
ing the people to increase in every way 
possible the enjoyment and pleasure of 
the American visitors, who came, he sald, 
as historic friends of the Japanese Na- 
tion. The response to this imperial man- 
date was seen and heard to-night. Origt- 
nally a torchlight procession of 15,000 
people was planned as part of to-day’s 
programme, but this feature went far be- 
yond expectations and developed one of 
the greatest popular demonstrations and 
outpourings of an enthusiastic people ever 
witnessed in any country. 


New York’s Election Night Outdone. 


Japan’s war celebrations after peace 
with Russia, “ London’s Mafeking Night,” 
and even New York's election night revel 
would seem almost insignificant com- 
pared with Tokio’s celebration to-night. 
It would be impossible to estimate the 
number of people who took part in the 
parade and the myriads of spectators. 
Mile after mile through madly cheering 
people the great procession wound its 
way. Representatives of various guilds, 
universities, schools of every class for 
boys and other organizations took part in 
the paratie, each individual carrying a 
| lighted lantern held high on a long pile 
with American and Japanese flags inter- 
twined. 

Admiral Sperry and the other chief 
officers of the American fleet viewed

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the United States has said your navy 
Stands tor, ‘a power never used except 
to liberate the oppressed or to assist the 
helpless.’ The Japanese Navy has fought 
only to save the country from aggression 
and possible extinction. Hence there is 
between us a great note of affinity. 

“T may be touching a delicate subject, 
but I feel that I would be doing less 
than my duty if I failed ta convey ‘the 
assurance that in this welcome the real 
hearts of the Japanese Nation speaks of 
the heart of the great American Nation.

“*Japan believes that war between 

America and Japan would be a crime 
against the past, the present, and the 
future of both countries.. Your Nation 
has always represented the West to us, 
and the waters of the great Pacific 
that separate yet at the same time join 
us, because that ocean must be guarded 
by our two powers. It is a matter of in- 
spiration to us to realize that our com- 
mon ean of meeting lies in the Pacific. 
We sincerely believe that the great navy 
which you are so proud to possess, and 
we are so proud to welcome, stands for 
those sublime principles which in su- 
preme momgnts can rise above the ques- 
tion of rae and color, We are your 
| friends forever.” 
| The address was received with the wild- 
est enthusiasm, as was also the response 
of Rear Admiral Sperry, which was 
couched in terms of the most. feeling 
appreciation, with assurance of the con- 
tinued friendship of America and with 
thanks for the welcome the remem- 
brance of which would be carried back 
to America by 15,000 representatives, each 
part of the bone and sinew of America 
and each anxious to wipe out all possi- 
ble misunderstandings of Japan's attitude 
of profound sincerity. 

After luncheon the party went to 
Hibiya Park, where 3,000 bluejackets were 
being entertained. The park was ablaze 
with color and filled with booths, mar- 
quees, and temporary theatres. Here the 
Mayor addressed the sailors, his remarks 
being shorter but couched in similar terms 
to those previously made. At the conclu- 
sion of his address he was cheered. The 
park literally swarmed with bluejackets, 
each group being accompanied by a guide 
and interpreter. Notwithstanding the un- 
limited amount of refreshment provided, 
and the presence of hundreds of geisha 
girls, not a single disturbance occurred. 
The American sailors, their arms enlinked 
with those of Japanese young men, sang 
songs and cheered the names of the 
heroes of Japan.

One year ago the defects and 
shortcomings of its battleships caused 
anxiety and alarm to the great body of 
the active seagoing service; to-day 4} 
standard of battleship design has been | 
fixed inferior to no other in existence. All | 
this wonderful development has been due 
to intelligent and courageous criticism, 
backed directly by the power of the Pres- 


ident of the United States.” 

Efficiency did not improve much until 
1902, when President Roosevelt called | 
Commander Sims to Washington and | 
Placed him in charge of the naval gun- | 
nery, as Inspector of Target Practice. At 
that timé the situation, the writer says,

Traders Conserving Profits.

This, at least, is the idea conveyed 
by their prompt conserving of profits and 
by the testimony of their brokers. No 
broker is averse to his customer realizing 
profits. He believes in the old saying 
that the trader who takes profits never 
goes broke, but a broker who ts continu- 
ally edvising his customers to secure 
their profits would be looked upon with 
suspicion on the ground that he was 
working for commissions. The fact that 
these small traders, and possibly others, 
see to it that profits do not get away 
from them at the moment simply means 
that they have not yet become accustomed 
to the present range of prices. They are 
inclined to regard them as high, just as 
they did the figures at each level on the 
way up. After a while, if the market re- 
mains strong enough, this feeling disap- 
pears, and greater courage is manifested 
in that a reaction does not induce s0 much 


timidity. It may not be only the high 
prices at the moment, but the election un- 


certainties as well.

Much Oopper Gossip. 

Much interesting news concerning the 
copper situation is finding ite way into 
the gossip these days. Not only does 
the Metal Exchange furnish figures that 
show apparently improved conditions, but 
officers and Directors of copper compa- 
nies talk very optimistically. The foreign 
situation is reported to be in excellent 
condition, and both the market for the 
metal and the market for the securities of 
copper companies show improvement. Un- 
doubtedly there is good reason for this 
greater or less unanimity concerning the 
outlook, the one disssenting opinion that 
is heard having to do usually with the in- 
fluence of speculation in the metal mer- 
kets. There is speculation all the time in 
the market for the copper metal, ami it 
is not easy to figure out at the moment 
what its influence is, so far as the per- 
manence of improving conditions is con- 
cerned. There are those who fear that 
unless the actual demand increases stead- 
fly the speculative demand may prove in 
the end a source of trouble rather than 
ef stimulation. That there is an improve- 
ment in actual demand is readily accept- 
ed as accurate, but it is not easy to as- 
sert that this will improve steadily dur- 


ing the next several months. Compara- 
tive official figures on production and de- 
mand would be interesting.

Traction Gossip Modified. 


Traction gossip has gradually taken a 
minor place in the various offices through- 
eut the financial district. The sudden 
drop in Third Avenue and general weak- 
ness in most of the stocks in that class 
precipitated all sorts of stories, some of 
which were serious enough to make trad- 
ers in other stocks worry as to their ac- 
curacy. The traction group has been al- 
Ways a wonderful source of sensational 
yarns, and apparently the bankruptcies 
and receiverships of some of the compa- 
nies have not neutralized this faculty for 


shocking. The quick disappearance of 
one or two sensational stories emphasizes 
more or less the probability that they 
were made out of whole cloth.

Northern Pacific Payments. 


An obvious error in one of the para- 
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Almost Unprofitable Interest— 
How Stocks Have Climbed. 


The panic of 1907 began a year ago yes- 
terday, and the anniversary of the sus- 
pension of the Knickerbocker Trust Com- 
pany started Wall Street to contrasting 
financial conditions now with what they 
were then. The fact that called forth 
most comment was that the Knickerbock- 
er Trust Company and practically all the 
other institutions which became embar- 
rassed last Fall and Winter have re- 
sumed or paid off their depositors in full. 
The Knickerbocker has anticipated its 
installment payments to its depositors, 
and so have other institutions which re- 
opened under deferred payment plans. 

All told, fifteen institutions were forced 
by the untoward events of last Fall to 
suspend payments to their depositors, and 
the New Amsterdam National Bank is the 
only one of these which has not resumed 
or paid off its depositors in full; and in 
the case of this bank 90 per cent. of the 
deposits have been paid off. Of the 10 
per cent. remaining, 5 per cent. is to be 
paid within ten days. 

Money, which was unattainable a year 
ago, is now loaning at such low rates that 
there is small profit in a large percentage 
of the money held by the banks. 

The stock market yesterday was an in- 
different sort of affair, prices moving 
irregularly on reduced volume of trading, 
compared with the previous day. On Oct. 
22 last year, at noon, when the Knicker- | 
bocker Trust Company was forced to tem- 
porarily suspend payments, the stock 
market broke violently, the active stocks 
losing 5 points or more, but even then 
the full meaning of the situation was not 
realized, and this decline was followed 
before the close of the market by a sharp! 
recovery. The stock market did not reach} 
its worst point until later on in the panic, ! 
when the position of the banks made it} 
impossible for a time for Stock Exchange | 
houses to get money with which to meet 
their obligations in the market. 

How far the stock market itself has 
effaced all record of the panic is best 
seen by a comparison of the prices of 
some of the most active stocks now with 
the prices which were reached during the 
course of last Fall’s financial disturb- 
ances.

The stations are near Gansevoort 
Market on the North River and at Oliver 
and South Streets on the East River. In 
each of these stations are five pumping 
units comprising Allis-Chalmers multi- 
stage centrifugal pumps, each driven by 
an Allis-Chalmers induction motor. The 
pumping stations can take water either 
from the city mains or from the rivers. 
The water is pumped into the high-pres- 
sure mains at a pressure of 300 pounds to 
the square inch. Each pump has a capac- 
ity of 8,000 gallons a minute.

_ Credit for Burying Grandchild 
Who Was Killed by Car. 


STARVE RATHER THAN BEG 


Mrs. Meade’s Humble Neighbors Have 
Come to the Rescue in Their 
Way, but It Isn’t Enough. 


Through three generations Mrs. Susan 
Meade, now of 478 Third Avenue, has 
made the fight. Shevis turning her six- 
tieth year, but is strong and big of bone. 
Her husband, a laboring man, has been 
long dead, and her children have grown 
Up and brought other children into the 

orld. Mrs. Meade “‘ washes out” for a 

ving and gets free rent of two rooms 
at 478 Third Avenue for keeping the halls 
and the stairs clean. 

“I think I’m cornered now,” she said 

sterday afternoon, Her daughter-in-law, 

rs. John M. Meade, had her head bowed 
on the kitchen table and was sobbing bit- 

rly. On the tabie, near the arms of the 
ounger woman, were two little red bows 
Stich as children wear nowadays. 

** Yes, I think I’m cornered,” said Mrs. 
Meade, the elder. ‘I tried to get our 
undertaker in Brooklyn to bury my 
ee suphter. You know he is our fam- 
y undertaker.’’ She said this with some 
pride. ‘' He buried a child of mine years 

o and I thought he would bury this 
little one on credit. But he wants $30 
Cash in advance, and the little one is in 
the Morgue.” 

The mother of the child lifted her head. 

“The last money we had,” she said, 
“was in Marion's hand when she was 
killed by the trolley car. She was going 
to the store to buy 5 cents’ worth of milk 
for the baby.” 

** What chance have we of getting $30," 
asked the grandmother. ‘“‘ We are Catho- 
iies, but we can't ask for help from the 
church or from the charity organization, 
We are not beggars. My son lost his job 
with the street railroad six weeks ago 
and [I couldn't see him and his wife and 
three little ones starve. 1 gave them a 
room in an empty flat in the building and 
Shared my food with them. We were 
ready to fight it out as long as I could 
keep the halls clear and clean and do 
washing for the people who hire me. 
But we couldn’t meet the expenses of 
sudden death in the family, and $30 is 
more money than we can hope to get to- 

ther. That is why the child is in the 

orgue, I tell, you I’m cornered. I don't 
know what to do. I wouldn’t beg if 1 
starved to death.” ‘

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LINCOLN MEMORIAL PLANS. 


Committee Recommends Elaborate Ex- 
ercises for February 12. 


The Plan and Scope Committee of the 
Lincoln Memoria] Committee, Capt. J. W. 
Miller, Chairman, has submitted to Jo- 
seph H, Choate, Chairman of the com- 
mittee, a report on the proposed scope of 
the celebration of the 100th anniversary 
of the birth of Lincoln, Feb. 12 next. 
These are their plans for the day and for 
a permanent memorial of the Emanci- 
pator: 

1. One of the main lessons to be derived 
from Linevin’s life was his triumph over the 
obstacles Which surrounded his early youtn; 
therefore we are of the opinion that on the 
lumth anniversary of his birthday, it is 
most essential to bring his personality con- 
spicuously before the schools. This can be 
done with little expense through the instru- 
mentality of the Board of Education. It 
is therefore proposed that the schools of 
New York shall, on Feb. 12, at a given 
nour, hold appropriate ceremonies, and that 
among them the Gettysburg address be read 
by # selected scholar. 

2. That at least one large public meeting,

6. We recommend also that steps be 
taken by the General Committee for the 
creation of a fund for the erection of a 
permanent memorial to Lincoln in the City 
of New York, which will, in every way, be 
worthy of the city and of the man. 

7. We recommend that a suitable medal 
in commemoration of the day be struck 
off, and that if possible it be sold for the 
benefit of the permanent fund. 

8. The committee has very carefully 
considered the question of a parade, both 
cn land and on water. and has concluded 
it would be extremely inadvisable, on ac- 
count of the uncertainty of the weather at 
that season of the year. 

9. We further recommend that the United 
States Government be requested to fire a 
National salute both from the forts and 
men of war in the harbor at 8 A, M., and 
that coincident with said salutes, bells in 
the city be rung for five consecutive min- 
utes.

sian peasant, whom the Czar’s Govern- 
ment wants to get back home for trial on | 
charges of attempfha murder, arson, bur- 
glary,and other alleged crimes, His friends 
want to prevent his extradition on the 
ground that he was simply a political revo- 
lutionist, who cannot under the treaty with 
Russia be extradited from this country. 
What promises to be a complicated legal 
battle, bringing in treaties, jurisdictional 
rights, and so on, hag begun. 

Meanwhile Pouren, who has been in the 
Tombs since last Winter, will remain im- 
prisoned. He had a breath of fresh air 
yesterday when taken from the prison to 
Commissioner Shields's office in the Fed- 
eral Building. He was free only a few 
minutes, however, the new delay neces- 
sitating his quick return to the prison. 

Pouren is a small man, of distinctly 
Slavic type, with high cheek bones, light 
hair and mustache, and mild, light-colored 
eyes. He looks frail, almost anaemic. 
When he arrived in the Commissioner's 
office yesterday he sank into a chair, 
rested his head on his hand, and closed 
hid eyes. Half a hundred sympathizers } 
who had crowded into the Commissioner's | 
room kept their eyes on him, but he did | 
not rise to their unspoken greetings. He) 
seemed exhausted in body and spirit. 

Having kept his seat but a minute, he 
was once more taken in hand and escort- 
ed back to the Tombs. His friends were} 
notified of the delay, and went out into 
the corridors and talked the case over ex- 
citedly. Most of them had in their hands

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80,000 people, was sent to Washington 
rotesting against Pouren’s deportation. 
ecretary of State Elihu Root, to wom |

WATER. APLENTY HERE. 


Commissioner O’Brien Says There a6 
No Danger of a Famine Here. 


Water Commissioner John H. O’Brien 
sald yesterday that, in his opinion, there 
was no immediate danger of New York 
City facing a water famine, although 
water is 18 cents a gallon around Corn- 
wall, and the streams in some of the up- | 
State districts are drying up, owing to the ; 
long drought. | 

The Commissioner said that the city 
has on hand a supply sufficient for 108 | 
days, and that Engineer Alfred E. Flinn 
of the Water Supply Board reports that 
there are 54,000,000,000 gallons of water 
in the Croton Reservoir. This water is 
peing used at the rate of 3,000,000,000 a 
week. 

New York is drawing on its reserve sup- 

ly of water, owing to the drought, but 
Sommissioner O'Brien said that while the 
Croton reserve has been tapped, the Put- 
nam and other reservoirs have not. He 
belleved that a little rain would place the 
city a long way from any danger of a 
water famine.

CORONER STARTS INQUIRY 


Father and Mother Both Christian | 
Scientists and They Did Not 
Want Regular Physician. 


Philip Van Patten of Mount 
Vernon began an investigation yesterday 
into the death of Emiline Philileo Good- 
win, the twelve-year-old daughter of John 
M. Goodwin, a resident of 122 Summit 
Avenue, Chester Hill, who died on Tues- 
day last, after she had been treated 
eleven days by Christian Science healers. 

Mr. and Mrs. Goodwin are followers of 
Mary Baker Eddy’s teachings, and when 
their daughter became ill, on Oct. 8, they 
sent for Ellen Robbins of Mount Vernon, 
a Christian Science practitioner, and later 
Peter Marquand, another healer of the 
cult, was called in. 

On Monday the Christian Scientists be-| 
lieved that the child was suffering from 
typhoid fever, and Dr. Fleming was sent 
for. The patient was beyond his help, 
and when she died the following day, 
Health Officer Strong refused to sign a 
death certificate. Coroner Van Patten 
was called on to determine whether there 
had been neglect in allowing the child to 
die without having physicians called in 
instead of Christian Scientists. He is not 
yet certain what caused the death of the 
girl, and ordered an autopsy to be made. | 
He held an inquest to-night in the office 
of Judge William C. Clark.

The spirit 
that urges men forward never deserts them, and ths 
passing of the years only augments the zeal with 
which they hasten to meet the coming ones. In the 
midst of a chorus of disconsoiate repining for the 
glory of a literary day now dim and fading, Mr. 
Alden lifts his voice to shout a welcome to the heralds 
of a new literature for which all that has gone before 
has been but a prophecy and a preparation. 

The views regarding the “New Literature” of 
the editor of Harper’s Magazine have already gained 
wide currency through their publication in the Edi- 
tor’s Study of the Franklin Square monthly, but it 
is a satisfaction to have the remarkable articles 
which have been running in that department for 
the last six months gathered into the compass of 
a volume.* It is, of course, altogether unjust to at- 
tempt to summarize them here, yet something like 
that must be done. 

Mr. Alden’s conviction traverses the assertion of 
Flinders Petrie that “the nature of mind is un- 
changed; * * * only in knowledge and the appli- 
cation of it do we differ from the earliest civilization 
that we can trace. * * * The mind is the same, 
only the stock in trade of it has Increased.” Mr. 
Alden sees what he regards as a transformation of 
human nature within the last generation or twe. 
A great gulf, tn his opinion, divides the mankind of 
to-day from the mankind of, roughly, pre-Victorian 
times. He even believes that “in the brief period 
since the sixth decade of the nineteenth century 
more has been achieved in the material progress of 
the English race than in its whole previous history,” 
and that this has precipitated a new era of psychical 
evolution—*“ a revolution in human thought and feel- 
ing, a changed attitude toward life and the world, 
the creation, indeed, of a new psychical sensibility.” 

Mr. Alden cites as a symptom of this revolution 
the change that has come over men in such matters 

as the attitude toward pablic executions—which to- 
oe? are abhorrent to all. The psychical historian 
dates the beginning of modern history from a point 
@ little past the middie of the nineteenth century.) 
Something that happened then has greatly impredsed ‘ 
Mr. Alden. “Suddenly, it seems to him, the past is 
remote. Even Emersen seems aerial. Coleridge, 
Ruskin, Cartyle, Macaulay, DeQuincy are to us un- 
convincing. A new quality, which the author cer- 
tainly does not attempt to define, but of which he 
seems confidently to expect his readers to be familiar 
with, @ certain modernity, invests the creations of 
writers of the first rank te-day. It is impossible to 
say that Mr. Alden communicates to the reader of 
his book an impression equal to that which he has 
himself received of the revolutionary changes of 
the epoch. 

Some of the notes of “ modernity” Mr. Alden does 
allude to. Modern sensibility, for instance, is sus- 
Picious of physical beauty and of the quality of 
goodness. “ Faultfulmess seems more real and in- 
teresting than the common virtues, perhaps because 
it suggests the possibility of redemption, and so has 
@ psychically dynamic value which appeals to the 
artist." The love-story of youth and maiden has 
given way to the story of the marriage state—a 
riper period of greater psychical value, The lit--

ous interest rather than contemporary 
usefulness. 

The chief note, however, is that of 
interest in truth for truth’s sake, Never 
before has the medium of communica- 
tion between writer and reader been so 
transparent. A writer is not expected 
to waste his energy in the concoction 
of clever conceits and epigrams, or even 
in the arrangement of a plot with 
catastrophe and dénouement. Eloquence 
and enthusiasm are resented. The word 
“reserve” does not adequately charac- 
terize the mood of the best modern 
prose—modern writing, of course, is in 
prose; this is the prose age, the age of 
simple, direct statement, careless of 
form and concerned only to communl- 
cate the truth in the directest fashion. 

It is a further note of modern litera- 
ture that it is essentially evanescent. 
Just as it is now perceived that life 
itself is fugitive, and the values of life 
flexible, so it is clear that the con- 
temporaneous mirror of life (which it is 
the aim of modern literature to be) will 
vanish with the life which it reflects. 
Only the inorganic endurés; all living 
things pass, and a literature which lives 
must likewise die to live again only in 
some descended literature. The law of 
modern life is “to expedite the pass- 
ing.” 

All of our life which has for us 
beauty, interest, and meaning, is 
made of evanescences, of things that 
are passing, and that we willingly let 
pass... We have more faith in life, 
confident of its inward harmony, and 
let it freely flow. . . Formerly the 
imagination dwelt in the house of 
Fame, exalting heroic or saintly deeds 
and personalities; now it is not busy 
with things memorable or monu- 
mentally lasting; it dwells in the 
house of Life. The phenomena 
which appealed to it, and which 
engaged its powers, do not crys- 
tallize in fixed external features or 
traits, are always in flux, and having 
no permanence, are, therefore, not mat- 
ters of record or memorial, but, being 
moments of mind and heart, or, at 
their firmest, moods that take shapes 
as clouds do in the sky, have no sta- 
tics, and are caught only in passing. 

. » What matter if the next genera- 
tion, in its own self-sufficiency, is ob- 
livious of the reflection, and treats 
this passing literature as in a palimp- 
sest, writing its own above it. 

Such a book as Mr. Alden’s indicates 
@ curious change in the attitude which 
some at least of the world's thinking 
men are taking with regard to the re- 
lation of past, present, and future. 
During the most of human history men 
have looked back upon the past as a 
thing greater than the present, as if in 
the nature of the case the fathers were 
wiser and greater than the sons, car- 
ried a heavier spear, and wore a larger 
armor. This attitude has been aban- 
doned, has been reversed. The face of 
man to-day is set toward lands unex- 
plored and depths unpenetrated. In 
the air and in the soul of man throbs a 
jubilance and an expectancy, as if the 
unknown was at last to be revealed: 


Push off, and, eitting well in order, 
smite 

The sounding furrows, for my purpose 
holds 

To sail 
baths 

Of all the western stars. 


Mr. Alden is one of those who wel- 
come change and see no futility in the 
continued, even the endless, passing of 
all that we now know as valuable into 
what we can only hope may be more 
valuable. It may almost be said that 
he believes that all there is of value is 
in this passing, this endless procession, 
this eternal becoming. It is probably 
just to accuse the present generation 
because it has made a superstition of 
“ progress"; because it is willing to 
mistake mere changé for advancement. 
It is no radical youth who makes this 
present-day restlessness articulate, and 
justifies it; it is a sage, whom ripe ex- 
perience has convinced that “not in 
vain the distance beckons.” Yet to 
many, notwithstanding, it will seem 
that Mr. Alden shows too little recol- 
lectiom of the positive achievements of 
‘former generations and too little ap- 
preciation of the fact that the roots of 
the future will remain in the rich 
ground of the past.

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NEW. yYoRK, 
FRENCHMAN WRITES 
BOOK ON GERMANY 


Jules Huret Inquires Into the Rea- 


sons of German Prosperity— 
Comparison of Gallican 
and Teutonic Traits. 


By EDWARD CARY. 


JULES HURET will be re- 
called by our readers as the 
author of a couple of vol- 
umes, “En Amérique,” the 
fruit of an extensive though 
rather rapid journey through our coun- 
try from New York to New Orleans 
and thence to San Francisco. He is a 
journalist by profession, and the sub- 
stance of his volumes is contributed to 
Le Figaro of Paris. He is a keen and 
attentive observer, with an eye to the 
tastes of French readers; industrious 
and patient, and with a remarkable im- 
partiality of mind and a certain trained 
detachment, which he maintains faith- 
fully, though at times with apparent 
difficulty. His work on Germany,*® of 
which the second volume is published, 
gives an American reader the impres- 
sion of being more successful, more 
broadly studied, with more eager inter- 
est than his -vork on the United States. 
That is not unnatural, considering the 
many and intimate relations sustained 
by the two countries, and especially the 
stage of feeling at which they have ar- 
rived with the passage of nearly two- 
score years since the close of the war. 
This stage is one happily described 
by M. Huret as one of “ détente,"”” which 
in time may lead to an “entente,” 
that is, the two nations have reached 
a point where the pre-existing strain 
is relaxed and tends to disappear, an 
indispensable condition to the forma- 
tion of new ties. The mission of M. 
Huret is itself a sign of this situation, 
since it indicates the opinion of one of 
the principal French journals that the 
French public is interested in candid 
observation and discussion of the Ger- 
man nation, accompanied, as it is, by 
the most unrestrained comparison of 
the traits and methods and aims of the 
two countries, by no means always to 
the advantage of the French. Indeed, 
one may say that this comparison was 
in great part the object of the journey 
of the author, under the conviction that 
it was sorely needed by his own coun- 
trymen, who have fallen so far behind 
the Germans in the competition for 
business progress. 


The most striking ang informing 
portions of M. Huret’s present volume 
are that devoted to the analysis of the 
achievements and organization of the 
merchants and shippers of the two 
great ports of Bremen and Hamburg, 
and that which discusses the spirit and 
effect of modern German schooling, es- 
pecially with reference to training in 
commercial and industrial efficiency. 
He describes succinctly the growth and 
scope of the two mighty steamship 
lines, the North German Lloyd of Bre- 
men and the Hamburg-American of 
Hamburg, with their fleets jointly 
amounting to some 1,600,000 tons, serv- 
ing literally all quarters of the globe, 
and the corresponding growth of purely 
jerman production and trade. These 
he attributes in the main to the Ger- 
man’s thoroughness in studying the 
problems presented to them, to their 
tenacity in pursuing their aim, to the 
spirit of discipline among the people 
generally, and to the extraordinary 
faculty for organization. They are not, 
in his judgment, pioneers; they do not 
open up new paths or attack new fields 
of enterprise; but wherever a path has 
been opened or a field attacked, they 
enter upon it with patient and minute 
study of its capabilities and opportuni- 
tiles; and, these once ascertained, they 
adventure their capital with courage 
and employ it with energy, skill, and 
invincible resolution. In this mode of 
proceeding their chief characteristic is 
their fixed habit and policy of careful 
investigation, not only at the outset, 
but at every stage, and their system- 
atic training of‘the agents employed in 
every branch and department of activ- 
ity. Once adequately trained, and hav- 
ing given proof of efficiency, these 
agents are trusted with liberal power 
and authority, and encouraged to de- 
velop and broaden the scope of their 


*EN ALLEMAGNE, 
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work. General direction is reserved for 


the heads; power goes with responsibil- 
ity in all successive grades below. The 
spirit of initiative is fostered at every 
point, but it is the spirit of prepared 
initiative, guided by attentive study, 
upheld by intimate knowledge, and 
steadied by strict discipline. 

M. Huret reports a conversation with 
the President of the North German 
Lioyd at Bremen on the subject of sub- 
sidies, which the French Government 
gives freely, and the German Govern- 
ment has, less freely, offered, “In the 
Hamburg-American and the Lloyd,” 
declared that gentleman, “ we will not 
accept them. You may think that with 
our tonnage and the range of our serv- 
ice we might have enriched ourselves 
through them. It would have been the 
death of our initiative and the begin- 
ning of the end of the German com- 
mercial marine. We have established 
ourselyes and grown without the State, 
We can and should live without {t, To 


pocket premiums is not difficult, to get 
freight is much hdrder. That demands 
initiative, toil, investigation, sacrifices, 
knowledge of affairs, The whole prob- 
lem is there, and nowhere else. Any- 
thing but that is sheer artifice.” 

Like opinions were expressed in Ham- 
burg. In a company of leading mer- 
chants of that city one of them, with 
the concurrence of the others, re- 
marked: “The really great date of our 
expansion was that of the commercial 
treaties under Caprivi, which gave four- 
teen years of colossal prosperity to Ger- 
many. Protectionism is stupid. We 
are not an agricultural country, since 
we depend on Russia and Austria for 
our cereals and on the United States for 
our pork.” 

These observations throw much light 
on the real position of protection in 
the public life of Germany. It is a po- 
Utical, and not an economic, policy; it 
secures to the Government the support 
of the Agrarian Party, but it does not 
meet the views or the interests of the 
business men. It is likely, in the evolu- 
tion of Germany as a great exporting 
and manufacturing country, to be aban- 
doned. 

Here, to conclude, {s a page from M. 
Huret upon “a question which agitates 
every Frenchman aware of what is 
going on beyond the frontiers”; 

How Is it that this people, poor, com- 
posed only fifty years since of small 
tradesmen, functionaries, sordid peas- 
ants, and wretched farm workers, liv- 
ing on an infertile soil, has succeeded 
in so short a time, in pussthg rich 
France in. the business field, and will 
soon do the same with haughty Eng, 
land in lines of which she has long had 
the monopoly? For the Germans are 
not extremely intelligent, nor very 
active, nor particular qualified by 
nature for commerce. They are heavy, 
slow, dogmatic, pedantic, and even 
blame themselves for their lack of 
initiative, Compare these defects with 
the qualities of our race, our intelli- 
gence quick and lucid, our animation, 
the ability of our workmen, their in- 

enuity, the secular reputation of 

rench products, the enviable fecundi- 
ty of our fields, the admirable physical 
situation of France. But it is wiser to 
compare our defects with their quali- 
ties, if one would really understand; 
our mobility, our lack of perseverance 
and their persistency, their spirit of 
continuity, their tenacity; their seri- 
ousness and our light-mindedness; our 
voluptuous conception of life and their 
sentiment of duty; our indifference to 
the general interests of the community 
and their instinct of solidarity; our 
vain contentiousness and the prac- 
ticality of all their efforts; our want 
of order, our anarchy, with their gift 
for organization and their discipline. 

An American would hesitate to ex- 
press quite in these terms the relative 
value of French and German qualities. 
It is very significant that such a com- 
parison is addressed by a French writer 
in a great and responsible journal, to 
French readers,

SGOBODY could have read with- 
} out amazement “ The Shadow 
World,” by Hamlin Garland, 
when it appeared in one of 
the low-priced magazines, and 
{it is equally well calculated to produce 
that emotion now that Harper & Broth- 
ers have put it between covers of its 
own, There are, however, amazements 
and amazements, end, while some will 
be lost in wonder that such things can 
be as Mr. Garland gravely and minutely 
describes, more will have to pinch theme 
selves after putting the book down to 
convince themselves they have not 
merely dreamed that a man of his in- 
telligence, ability, and experience could 
have written it, 

For “The Shadow World” offers 
practically nothing new for considera- 
tion and investigation. The “me- 
diums,” professional and amateur, with 
whom Mr. Garland has been holding 
frequent and laborious séances, pret- 
tily varied the familiar “‘ phenomena” 
and gave to many of them an air of 
novelty, but in essentials the miracles 
were all those that have been “ ex- 
posed” again and again. Probably not 
quite everything they did could be 
either explained or duplicated by the 
prestidigitateurs, who make no claim 
to relations with “spirits,” but that 
fact is of no real significance, since no 
one master of the magician’s trade pre- 
tends to understand all the feats of his 
business rivals, There, as elSewhere, 
ingenuity and originality have room for 
display, but in th-'r case neither leada 
to the assumption of the supernatural, 
or even of the supra-normal. 


Why it should do so in the case of 
the “ mediums” {s quite the most mys- 
tifying phenomenon that spiritism pre- 
sents. The members of the Society for 
Psychical Research cannot be charged 
with erring on the side of incredulity, 
or with lacking respect for the un- 
known, or with denying the possible 
possession by certain peculiarly consti- 
tuted persons of powers lacking in the 
great majority of human beings. Yet, 
after laborious and prolonged investiga- 
tion, the leaders of the society have 
practically abandoned the hope of find- 
ing any sort of “ materialization” that 
is not a fraud. In slate-writing, spirit 
photographs, the moving of furniture 
and other inanimate objects by what 
appears to be other than muscular or 
mechanical energy, the reading of 
sealed letters—all these and a thousand 
like prodigies they have in effect rele- 
gated permanently to the domain of 
trickery. Mr. Garland is still in the 
era that preceded the labors of the re- 
searchers, and, like the eminent Italian 
scientists who have recently again 
taken up Eusapia Paladino, despite the 
exposure of her frauds by the English 
investigators, he still thinks it worth 
his while to sit in back parlors while 
tin fly about the and 
tables dance.

LITERARY ACROBAT 


Nimble Cintenuaiiies Turns a 
Somersault and Now Argues 
Paradoxically for Everything 
He Has Hitherto Denied. 


By JESSIE B. RITTENHOUSE. 

HE difficulty with meeting 

Mr. Chesterton upon his own 

ground is that he has no 

ground. He is so constantly 

turning mental somersaults 

that one may never hope to find him 

twice In contact with the same spot. 

Mr. Chesterton is, indeed, the most 

skillful acrobat of modern times; not 

only does he perform the most amazing 

feats of revolution, but performs them 

when walking the tight-rope of his 

own strained, metallic thought. If Mr. 

Chesterton were not balanced peril- 

ously in the gaze of the multitude, he 

would indeed be the most miserable of 

men, and when, by any chance he ap- 

pears to reach a static moment, it Is 

only that he may-shift the balancing 
rod and reverse. 

This is no doubt a diverting spec- 
tacle and a matter of shrewd foresight 
from the utilitarian standpoint of keep- 
{ng one guessing, but there are simple 
and guileless souls who object to tak- 
ing their literature by the spectacular 
plan, at the price of a stiff neck anda 
spinning head. 

Mr. Chesterton's latest revolution® is, 
perhaps, his most startling. Just at 
the moment when his readers had made 
up their minds that they had at least 
the intellectual genus to which he be- 
longs, when they

all | 


modern thinkers may be affected by 
Mr. Chesterton, one notes that his defi- 
nition of a maniac is one who believes 
in himself, The men who believe most 
supremely in themselves, he says, are 
all in lunatic asylums. The maniac is, 
indeed, according to Mr. Chesterton, 
the most logical man in the world. 
“The madman is not the man who has 


lost his reason. The madman is the 


man who has lost everything except his 
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and cunning pre- 
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himself rather than 
allied to the forces of life by a belief 
outside of himself. This is plausible 
theorizing until one begins to examine 
it, but Mr. Chesterton-does not say 1! 
one’s belief in himself is usually in 
direct proportion to his belief in some- 
thing outside of himself. That the first 
effect of the Christian faith is to make 
one’s self-faith absolute. Nor he 
point out that faith in another power 
has itself filled more insane asylums 
than almost any other cause, 
hallucinat being among the corm- 
monest forms of dementia. He de- 
clares that insanity is “ reason without 
root,” itself a contradiction in terms, 
but does not go further and say that 
the mystic, the visionary, for whom he 
holds a brief, may quite as likely suc- 
cumb to it as the most mathematical 
materialist To admit this would be 
to admit that he had started with a 
premise wide of the mark, a prémise 
that no bearing upon the first 
point of the contention, that we must 
believe in a mystical power outside of 
ourselves, since, with this belief 
without it, the mind may be 
thrown. One may support Mr. 
terton in hi nviction that the mys- 
tical in Christianity holds its 
permanence and power, that the mys 
tic, apprehending truth by divina 
may arrive at it much more 
than laborious logician, 
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he has consigned all modern thinkers, 
“The mere questioner,” he saya, “ has 
knocked his head against the limits of 
human thought, and cracked it” Mr. 
Chesterton knows whereof he speaks, 
but the vital question is whether he 
has a right to take such liberties with 
the reader’s head. 


Mr. Chesterton restores us somewhat 
to ourselves, however, at the outset of 
what he terms, by excess of self- 
courtesy, the constructive ‘side of 
“orthodoxy,” and in “The Ethics of 
Elfiand” has treated us to a charming 
bit of literature, charming Just because 
in elfland things are paradoxical; they 
run counter to expectation, and so 
parallel to Mr. Chesterton’s method of 
reasoning, giving us a refreshing sense 
of harmony. Elfland, symbol of the 
imagination, the fairy field of child- 
hood, when nature meant “charm,” 
“spell,” “enchantment”; when the 
sun rose by magic and not by the revo- 
lution of worlds; when the fruit fell for 
our lips and not by some occult law 
of gravity; when, In short, one held the 
“huge estate of earth and heaven” by 
what Mr. Chesterton has exquisitely 
termed a “feudal fantasy.” Then the 
morals of elfland—Cinderella drawn, as 
Mr. Chesterton suggests, to teach the 
lesson of the Magnificat-exaltavit hu- 
miles; “Beauty and the Beast” to 
preach the subtlest of all truths, that a 
thing must be loved before it is lov- 
able, and all the other immortal stories, 
telling immortal truths. 


What connection has elfland with 
orthodoxy? Mr, Chesterton says that, 
without suspecting that he was build- 
ing up a creed or allying himself with 
the Christian theology, he found there 
his present philosophy. “The recur- 
rences of the univérse rose to the mad- 
dening rhythm of an Incantation, and 
I began to see an idea. I had always 
believed that the-world involved magic; 
now I thought that perhaps it involved 
a magician, and this pointed a pro- 
found emotion, always present and syb- 
conscious, that this world of ours has 
some purpose, and if there is a pur- 
pose there is a person.” That one 
owed to the universe, for the privilege 
of this eccentric but detightful exist- 
ence, some form of restraint and sub- 
mission, Mr. Chesterton further discoy- 
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ered, and tmplies that he learned the 
dogma of the Fall and the Redemption 
also in elfland: “ Last and strangest, 
there had come into my mind a vague 
and vast impression that in some way 
all good was a remnant to be stored 
and held sacred out of some primordial 
ruin.” 

It follows that Mr. Chesterton be- 
lieves in origina) sin; indeed, he makes 
the unabashed avowal, in the face of 
Christian Science, Mental Science, 
Campbellism, and all the other isms of 
a New Thought which has grown too 
pure to behold iniquity, that original 
sin Is not only a fact but “ the only 
fact tn the Christian theology that can 
really be proved.” ‘The other facts are 
quite as convincing and tenable to Mr. 
Chesterton, but they require a mystical 
assumption, whereas original sin is 
riotously demonstrating itself at every 
moment upon every street corner. The 
tendency of humanity, Mr. Chesterton 
believes, Is distinctly downward. Leave 
man alone, leave nature and evolution 
to look after him, and instead of rising 
by fixed and orderly degrees he will 
fall by immediate dispatch and with 
constantly accelerated motion, Physical 
evolution is not proved to Mr. Chester- 
ton’s mind, the Darwinian scheme has 
not his suffrage, and spiritual evolu- 
tion ts distinctly disproved by one’s ex- 
perience with his butler or coachman. 

Mr. Chesterton concludes that the 
power that makes for righteousness is 
not tn nature and certainly not in man; 
that the so-called Inner Light is but 
a glowworm in the morass of self- 
pride. He commits the apparent 
blasphemy of saying that, “ Of all hor- 
rible religions the most horrible.is the 
worship of the god within”; but one 
need not be affrighted at this ve- 
hemenco, it is by way of preface to 
the remark that if Jones worships the 
god within Jones will soon worship 
Jones, and it is all by way of preface 
to the point in question, that Christian- 
ity demands that one shall seek an 
outer ight, a distinct and transcendent 
deity, separate from the cosmos; one 
who has created as an artist creates, 
by liberating, setting free, not an auto- 
matic force working without volition in 
nature. In other words, Mr. Chester- 
ton establishes, at least to his own sat- 
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theology, and demolishes all other gods. 
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before? Assuredly, but 
Chesterton. He is the 
burst into that lonely sea; 
mariner of uncharted thought, 
hence his buoyant, even infectious, en- 
thusiasm. To one’s self a rediscovery 
may be a discovery, and as thrilling 
and glorious. It ts so to Mr. Chester- 
ton. He came to these old truths by 
reaction, driven thence, as he -says, by 
Huxley, Spencer, and Bradlaugh. He 
thought himself at least ten minutes In 
advance of the age and found himself 
2,000 years behind !t. Naturally such 
a discovery would be dramatic and ex- 
citing, it would go to one’s head, and 
if that head happened to be a particu- 
larty inflammable one the results might 
be startling. They are startling—to 
hear the old phraseology of orthodoxy, 
Original Sin, the Fall, a personal God, 
Trinitarianism, the New Jerusalem, and 
all the others, coming from the lips of 
Mr. Chesterton, affirmed and expound- 
eda by @ riot of supple phrase and para- 
dox, is surely an experience for the 
sulphite, 


Nevertheless it is a salutary ona. To 
look at the truths which association 
has made commonplace and see them 
turm to romance; to be newly im- 
pressed by the mystical quality in one’s 
earliest faith, newly conscious of the 
vision that has outlived dynasties; 
awakened again to a sense of joy, 
liberty, and innovation in what had 
weemed bound; in short, to have the 
old truths animated by the new view, 
this is surely a service. 

Doubtless men wil! arise, as men have 
arisen, to perform this service; but it 
is unlikely that their methods will fol- 
low those of Mr. Chesterton, who turns 
the recently placid field of orthodoxy 
into @ siege perilous and marshals the 
old truths in a phalanx terrible as an 
army with banners. To have spurred 
with Mr. Chesterton across the field of 
orthodoxy may or may not have been 
a spiritual conquest, but it has cer- 
tainly been @ perilous adventura

P. Gratacap. New York: Brentano’s. 
HIS scientific romance gives the au- 
thor’s idea of what would happen if 
some convulsion of nature opened & 
waterway across the Isthmus of Panama, 
1¢ free communication between the 
Atlantic and Pacific Oceans. His hypoth- 
esis is that the Gulf Stream would be di- 
verted, and that the ice age would return 
throughout the British Isles. Mr. Gratas 
cap has the advantage of those who do 
not know what life on Mars Is like, for he 
has written a book about it, and there- 
fore brings to his present task a certain 
authority in this sort of writing. Still it 
ean hardiy be said that he rises to the 
subject he sets himself. The President ts 
described as receiving the telegrams nar- 
rating to an audience the destruction of 
the canal, and the beginning of a new 
era, and yet “some deliberately slept or 
engaged in low conversations with an ex- 
pressive irony of shrugs and smiles.” 
That eurely is a masterpiece of imagina- 
tion, for no one less gifted in that respect 
fancy Mr. Roosevelt dealing with 
such a subject In such a way that his 
audience naps 
This happens in 1909, and tn 1910 Parila+ 
ment aut zes the evacuation of Eng- 
land, no longer tenable under conditions 
of more than arctic cold. Naturally the 
f millions of Englishmen in 
Austral volves financial problems. 
Agaisy, Mr. Gratacap rie to the occasion 
and represents the British Government as 
issuing fiat money, like our greenbacks, te 
all applicants upon demand, after the sim- 
ple formality of taking an oath. There is 
a love story concea'ed amid the author’s 
scientific fancies, bul he evidently thinks 
very little of it, and will have his read- 
ers’ agreement. He relies upon his sclen- 
tific jargon to impress the unlearned, and 
he uses the phrases of geology with a cer- 
tain facility. There must be a demand 
for this sort of writing, or Mr. Gratacap 
would not turn out his books one after 
another. He ought to find time to read 
his proofs himself, for his present proof- 
reader does not know how to spell and is 
much less highly cultured than . Grat- 
acap, being indeed scarcely equal to the 
hard words the author uses with such fa- 
ellity that he makes them as he needs 
them.

25 'T is a curiously, confused pict- 
mM «ure one gets from the read- 
ing of “ The Whole Family,” 
(Harper & Brothers,) in the 
writing of which twelve well- 
known authors have co-operated. The 
reader never knows quite “ where he is 
at” with regard either to plot or char- 
‘acters. The kernel aroune which every- 
thing in the book centres is the engage- 
ment, or rather the several engage- 
ments, of Miss Peggy Talbert, the 
pretty daughter who makes one mem- 
ber of the “ Whole Family.” The 
twelve authors who combine to write 
about Peggy and her very mushy love 
affairs are William D. Howells, Mary 
BE. Wilkins Freeman, Mary Hea»n 
~Vorse, Mary Stewart Cutting, Elizabeth 
Jordan, John Kendriek Bangs, Henry 
James, Elizabeth Stuart Phelps, Edith 
Wyatt, Mary Raymond Shipman An- 
drews, Alice Brown, and Henry van 
Dyke. Each author takes some mem- 
ber or friend of the Talbert family, and 
in a single signed chapter sets forth in 
the first person that one’s ideas con- 
cerning himself—although it Is mostly 
herself—the other members of the fam- 
ily, and Peggy’s affairs. 


Mr. Howells has the initial chapter, 
and, in the person of Ned Temple, the 
next-door neighbor of the Talberts, 
holds a conversation across the fence 
with the head of the whole family, in 
the course of which that gentleman is 
made, with Mr. Howells’s usual skill, 
meticulous art, and graceful English, to 
present a graphic portrait of himself, in 
person and in character, and to set 
forth !ucidly his ideas about Peggy 
and her recent engagement. Peggy is 
the middle one of his five children, the 
two elder of whom are already married, 
and the two younger in their early and 
most disagreeable teens. He has insist- 
ed, against the wishes of all the rest of 
the family, that Peggy shall be edu- 
cated in a co-educationdl college, and, 
her course finished, she has come home 
engaged to one of her fellow-students. 

From this point the several members 
of the family conduct Peggy along a 
labyrinthine path into and around and 
through and out of one love affair aft- 
er another, incidentally, or rather pri- 
marily, showing themselves and one 
another up as they go along to be ex- 
ceedingly disagreeable people. 

The book starts out with some prom- 
ise of having an arranged plan and a 
definite conception of the several char- 
acters. But coherent development soon 
gives place to the point of view, the 
personality, even the whimsicality of 
the several authors. Peggy's first 
fiancé, who is heralded at the start as 
being a man of academic mind, a sort 
of incipient professor in the co-educa- 
tional college, soon becomes an ordi- 
nary philandering youth. Then there 
is an unmarried sister of Cyrus Talbert 
who makes his house her intermittent 
home, where she is considered as “ old 
maid aunt,”’ although she resents that 
appellation and is youthful looking, 
handsome, well dressed, and frivolous. 
Mary E. Wilkins Freeman writes the 
chapter which voices the personality of 
this lady and makes it a skillful and 
artistic presentation of a character 
which, if carried out along the indicated 
lines, ought to have been interesting, 
elusive, and charming. But all the suc- 
ceeding writers seem to have a grudge 
against Aunt Elizabeth. They whack 
her along down the line, until, in the 
élderly red-haired maiden lady in a 
pink dress’ who finally goes forth to 
form a partnership with a magnetic 
healer and spiritualist medium, there is 
left no trace of the eclegant and fasci- 
nating dame who appeared in the first 
of the book. 

Peggy's first engagement becomes a 
tangled affair, because Harry Goward, 
who proves to be not at all a professor 
in embryo, but an ‘“amatory infant,” 
had recently been violently in love with 
Peggy's Aunt Elizabeth, fifteen years 
his senior, and. is unable to recover 
from that unhappy state, even after his 
engagement with Peggy has been an- 
nounced. A general embroilment of 
the whole “family results, in which 
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everybody works ‘strenuously to mend 
matters, some to reconcile Peggy and 
Goward and some to get rid of that 
wayward youth for good and all. The 
mechanical construction of this part of 
the ‘story is clever, and several of the 
authors have worked together harmo- 
niously in it, carrying out one another's 
beginnings so understandingly as’ to 
make excellent comedy. Then the vil- 
lage doctor, twice Peggy's age, is made 
to také a hand, and we hear of some 


previous sentimental exchanges be- 
tween them which have net been men- 
tioned before. She soon comforts her 
breaking heart upon his ready breast, 
and all seems to be going smoothly 
once more, when suddenly, in the next 
to the last chapter, like a jack-in-the- 
box, up jumps the psychology professor 
from the co-educational college, of 
whom there has been no previous. men- 
tion. And Peggy, as usual, is ready to 
be won upon a moment's notice. This 
time Dr. Henry van Dyke, in the guise 
of “a friend of the family,” intervenes, 
and by dint of sending all the rest of 
the family away to New York and 
sticking right to his task, sees to it that 
she does marry the psychology man on 
three days’ notice. 

The chapter by Mr. James is in the 
person of Charles Edward, the married 
son of the family, who, by virtue of 
gifts, desires, and training, ought to be 
an artist, but is his father’s more or 
less useless assistant in the big silver- 
gees works and is expected to be-

come his successor in the business, nn ne ee oS ee antennae eee 
cepting perhaps*the chapters by Mr. 
Howells and Mrs, Freeman; it is the 
most characteristic section of the book. 
Mr. James sets forth the young man’s 
ideas, prejudices, and desires searching- 
ly, acutely, delicately, and gets nowhere 
with it all, just as easily as if he were 
writing a four-hundred-page novel in- 
stead of a single chapter. Charles Ed- 
ward's shades of thought and feeling 
are pursued to the very Jast and finest 
nuance, and then nailed down with an 
“exactly,” and his ruminating train of 
thought pursues its determined way, 
regardless of erupting parentheses, un- 
til it finds a period at a dignified re- 
moteneses from the starting point. It is 
quite possible to. determine what the 
young man is talking about by reading 
each sentence over twice. 


Mr. James and Mr. Howells are, of 
course, the star performers in this com- 
pany of twelve, and the rest have all at- 
tempted, with more or less success, to 
play up to them and to carry on a har- 
monious method of treatment. Mr. 
John Kendrick Bangs, for instance, who 
writes the part of the son-in-law of the 
family, married to the eldest daughter, 
known as * Managing Maria,” has en- 
deavored to tone down his antic humor 
and to give it expression only by mak- 
ing his Tom Price a genially sarcastic 
gentleman. Mary Stewart Cutting has 
a fairly skillful chapter, though a su- 
perficial one, on the character of the 
art-student wife of Charlies Edward. 
Mary Heaton Vorse treats the grand- 
mother quite cleverly, while Elizabeth 
Jordan's paren ien of ae. the 


schoolgirl daughter, sometimes reaches 
} aay ayy again is jacking in know- 

ing just how to express the humor of 
incongruousness. But she has had a 
definite conception of her character, 
which is more than Alice Brown seems 
to have had of Peggy. Indeed, the im- 
pression one gets of that young lady, 
as presented by herself and all the other 
members of her family, is that of a 
figure made out of mush. Mary Ray- 
mond Shipman Andrews had a rather 
difficult task in the presentation of 
Billy, the schoolboy son of the family. 
Part of the time she makes him very 
like, and sometimes he is much out of 
drawing. Edith Wyatt writes of the 
mother in a narrative sort of way that 
details events without much portrayal 
of character. 

In one respect, however, the various 
authors have all worked in harmony. 
For both in its separate parts and as a 
whole the book is cynical: It is the 
faults, the foibles, the small and the 
large disagreeablenesses of the Talbert 
family that we are made to see. In 
that, of course, it harks back to the old- 
fashioned idea of comedy, which found 
its chief source of laughter in the vices 
or the weaknesses of men and women.

SINGULAR CAREER» 
OF PROB. NORTON 


A Friend of Great Men Who Con- 
fessed His Superiority in 
Some Respects, He Him- 
self Produced Little. 


By WALTER LITTLEFIELD. 


ITH an intellectual equipment 
that was extraordinary in 
its precise knowledge of lan- 
guages, history, and the fine 
arts; with a critical percep- 

tion that rarely missed what was 
worthy and permanent, and with an 
imagination that was both true and 
poetic, it seems strange that Charles 
Eliot Norton should have done so little 
creative literary work, His mental ac- 
tivity found expression in other ways. 

Almost from early youth his scholar- 
ship attracted the attention of the great 
men with whom he came in contact, 
and their attention he repaid with a 
friendship that caused some to place 
in his keeping their literary remains. 
It is impossible to go far among the 
volumes of Longfellow, Emerson, Low- 
ell, Holmes, and George William Curtis, 
or of FitzGerald, Carlyle, and Ruskin, 
without meeting the name of Norton 
as editor, biographer, or literary execu- 
tor. Indeed, his own Individuality was 
always so overshadowed by the great 
men whose friend he was that even 
his gentle spirit must have sighed for 
independence and yearned to stand 
alone, undimmed and unburdened by 
reflected honors. 

In 1855, when Norton was departing 
for his second visit to Europe, Long- 
fellow wrote in his diary: “Gave a 
farewell breakfast to Charles Norton.” 
Eight years tater there is this entry: 
“Charles Norton tells me that in 1865 
the six-hundredth anniversary of (the 
birthday of Dante is to be celebrated 
in Florence. He wants me to keep back 
my translation of the ‘Divina Com- 
media’ for that occasion.” Again, eigat 
years later, in an article in The North 
American Review, of which he was co- 
editor with Lowell, Norton eulogized 
the “Omar Khayyam” of FitzGerald, 
and began a correspondence with ths 
poet-transiator which was to last as 
long as the latter lived. With Emerson, 
Norton was the first to recognize the 
genius of Carlyle in this country, and 
he rebuked Froude, as Carlyle’s editor. 

It was during his. second trip to 
Europe, in 1855, that Norton estab 
lished his friendship with John Ruski. 
Writing in his autobiography thirty- 
threo years later, Ruskin described this 
meeting as one of the great events in 
his life. It took place in the cabin of 
the little steamer that plies between 
Vevay and Geneva. The cabin table, 
piled with Swiss newspapers, separated 
an American mother, with her son and 
three daughters, and an English father 
and mother and their son, Ruskin 
writes: 

I noticed that from time to time the 
young American cast. somewhat keen, 
-though entirely courteous looks of 
ecrulipy at my father and mouw.er. In 

@ few minutes after I had vesun to 

notice these looks he rose with the 

Sweetest, quiet smile I ever saw on 

any face, (unless perhaps a nun’s when 

she has some grave kindness to do,) 
crossed to our side of the cabin and, 
addressing himeelf to my father, said 
with a true expression ef great glad- 
ness and of frank trust that his joy 


would be understood, that he knew 
who we were, was most

gentiihomme, or a Savoyard Count,” 
and believed that he would prefer him 
as a count. .

master, while only about the thirtieth 
or fortieth part of Charles Norton's 
effective contents and capacity are 
beneficially spent in the dilution of the 
hot lava and fructification of the hot 
ashes of American character—which 
are overwhelming, borne now on _vol- 
canic air—the life of Scotland, Eng- 
land, France, and Italy. 

And Norton, who for twenty-five 
years had been called by many “the 
Ruskin of America,” was not flattered. 
In regard to the above passages he once 
wrote me: 


I have always regretted the publil- 


cation of those portions of “ Prae- 
terita’’ which related to me. ‘They 
seem tO me unsuitable for publication 
during the life of the person concerned, 
and I regret that Ruskin, in the pathet- 
ic decline of his later vears, should 
have so far lost his sense of proportion 
and of becoming reserve as to publish 
them at the time when they appeared. 

The matter, however, is of small con- 

cern. 

While ever grateful for privately ex- 
pressed tributes, the Norton nature re- 
belled against their publicity. Many 
fine things have been written of him 
by great pens which he considered “ of 
small concern.” Norton's tests of char- 
acter and of intellectual equipment 
were very high, but he never hesitated 
to apply them to himself. Even in 
what may be called his original crea- 
tive work, principally confined to three 
volumes—“ Considerations on Some Re- 
cent Social Theories,’ 
Studies of Church Building in the 
Middle Ages,” and “ Notes of Travel 
and Study in Italy "—we find predom- 
inating the same critical which 
characterizes the unequaled editorship 
of the 
elL” “ Writings of George William Cur- 
tis,” “Correspondence of Carlyle and 
Tennyson,” ‘ Correspondence of Goethe 
and Carlyle,” ‘“ Reminiscences and 
Letters of Thomas Carlyle,” “ Letters 
of John Ruskin,” and “ Poems of A. H. 
Clough.” No modern writer or artist 
ever had full and unqualified approval 
from the pen of Charles Eliot Norton. 

Ever since he wrote a monograph on 
Dante portraits for the Florentine cel- 
ebration of the 600th anniversary of 
the poet's birth, Norton has been iden- 
tified with Dante scholarship, An en- 
try in Longfellow's diary, dated Oct. 
25, 1865, records the following: ‘' Low- 
ell, Norton, and myself had the first 
meeting of our Dante Club. ‘We read 
the twenty-fifth ‘ Purgatorio,” and then 
had a little supper. We are to meet 
every Wednesday evening at my 
house.” Thus was formed the Dante 
Society of Cambridge, of which Nor- 
ton was the first and only ‘president. 
Its literdry .monument to the great 
Florentine was published in 1905, 
“Concordanza delle Opere Italiane in 
Prosa ‘e det Canzoniere di Dante Ali- 
ghieri” (A Concordance of the Italian 
Works in Prose and of the Lyrics of 
Dante). 

Norton's knowledge and appreciation 
of Dante, which found expression in 
his classes at Harvard and in the trans- 
lation of “La Vita Nuova” and the 
“ Commedia,” were aesthetic and philo- 
logical rather than historical and po- 
litical He knew Tuscan far better 
than either Longfcllow or Lowell, but 
possessed neither the rare gift of in- 
terpretation of the former nor the lat- 
ter’s knowledge of the forerunners of 
Dante in theology or statecraft. His 
translation of “La Vita Nuova” be- 
trays a too arduous labor over trifles, 
and seems to confine too closely the 
youthful, remantic spirit in which the 
sonnets were composed amd the cu- 
riously melancholy and subdued, yet 
still youthful spirit, in which they were 
later woven together with prosaic re- 
flections. He made two translations 
of the “ Commedia,"" one published in 
1891 and the other eleven years later. 
The second is remarkable as showing 
how many words of Latin origin have 
been replaced by those of Anglo-Saxon, 
Both are scrupulous and dignified ren- 
derings and of great credit to Ameri- 
can scholarship. 

Lowell died in the Summer of 1891, 
and Norton dedicated the first volume 
of the ‘Cenmedia”-te-—him as fol- 
lows:* * 

It is a for me to con- 
nect thia volume with the promers of 
my friend and master from youth. I 
was but a ner in: the study of 
the divine comedy when I first had 
his incomparable aid in the under- 
st of it.

A Story, Siasinasa te to ie *Made 
of Facts,” Draws Fearful 
Picture of Life Behind 
the Bars. 


mma N spite of the positive assur- 
“™ ance given in the preface 
that “9009"" “is a story 
made of facts—a fact story,” 
it would be difficult to credit 
the actual existence of the terrible con- 
ditions which it reveals. Not since 
Charlies Reade wrote his ‘“ Never Too 
Late to Mend” has there been drawn 
in fiction so distressing a picture of 
prison life as this that is presented by 
James Hopper and Fred R. Bechdolt. 
And when one remembers the benefi- 
cent resuits of Reade's novel, the cheer- 
ing announcement that the abuses, the 
brutalities which it had been the means 
of exposing, had been reformed alto- 
gether and that penal servitude was 
at last enforced with a humanitarian 
regard for the sufferers, it is disheart- 
ening, to say the least, to be told that 
here in America to-day these same 
brutalities flourish unchecked, and 
that a Mr. Hawes can carry out the 
barbarous instincts of his nature with 
the same impunity here as he did haif 
a@ century ago in England. 

It was “primarily indignation,” say 
the authors, which moved them to write 
the story of Convict 9009. The book 
is thus, in a sense, not to be classed 
either in spirit or actual achievement 
with the typical work of fiction. That 
is not to say that it is Jacking in imag- 
ination, power, or the forceful delinea- 
tion of character. All these qualities 
it has to a marked degree. The gray 
atmosphere of the prison, where most 
of its scenes are enacted, the serpentine 
windings of the convict gangs going to 
and from their tasks, the inky black- 
ness of the steel room, the unutterable 
dreariness of the cramped cel! houses—

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all these things sink indelibly into the 
reader’s mind, creating an impression 
that seldom arises save from a master- 
ly use of the writer's art of vivid por- 
trayal. In stories of this kind, more- 
over, the author is apt to resort to sen- 
timentalities in order to arouse the 
sympathies of his readers. Reade was 
not free from this fault. His convicts 
were men who were heroes in disguise, 
men whom society had wronged and 
who cherished little tendernesses of 
character which were quite at variance 
with either their environment or their 
own innate possibilities, It is merely 
the weakness of melodrama, this folst- 
ing of incoherent sentiment on person- 
alities which have been starved and 
withered through the lack of generous 
nurture. 

From this kind of literary weakness 
Mr. Hopper’s book is happily free. It 
is painfully realistic. John Collins, Con- 
vict 9009, is not a victim of injustice. 
He is guilty, as the courts decided he 
was, of “ burglary and assault to com- 
mit murder,” and the sentence that Is 
pronounced upon him is justified by the 
facts. He goes to prison, a criminal 
sure enough, but nevertheless not irrev- 
ocably hardened in his criminality. And 
in prison he learns to the last chapter 
the lessons of crime, so that when he 
forces his way out into the world again 
he has become, through the torturing, 
maddening influence of his jailers, a 
mere brute in the lust for blood and 
violence, a murderer who {fs hunted 
down finally and killed as a mad dog 
by a posse of infuriated Sheriffs and 
farmers. 

There are scenes of tense excitement 
throughout the book, culminating in 
this last desperate race for life, with a 
world in arms against him, of this man 
transformed by persecution into a 
brute. It is desperate reading, this 
story of human gloom and hatred. But 
the reader is forced to respond to the 
indignant eloquence of these writers 
who unroll before him the records of 
cruelties perpetrated behind prison 
walls by officers of the law whose “ lit- 
tle brief authority’ has turned them 
into fiends. Is it true, one asks? Does 
the black hole still exist in our pris- 
ons? Can prisoners be flogged at the 
whim of a barbarous keeper? Can they

There are no names of prisons or 
places given in the book; are the au- 
thors willing or able to make them 
known? If it Is true, if these abuses 
do exist, then it has once more fallen 
to fiction to lead the way in a crusade 
for humanity's sake. 


DOWN E AST, CAPE COD WAY. 


O any unfortunate person who has 
not been away this Summer to that 
delightful seashore region where 

the breeze comes over the marshes wet 
and salty and sweet, and there are folk 
who really say “1 swan,” an opportunity 
is afforded to go there this Winter in 
spirit, over the fire, in ‘Cy Whittaker’s 
Piace,"’ a new story by Joseph C. Lincoln,

OF THE DAUPHIN 


Book by Catherine Welch Gives 


Impressive Sense of Magnitude 
of Unsolved Puzzle of 
French History. 


VOLUME of modest seem- 

ing, but one that makes @ 

contribution of real interest 

to historical literature, 1s 

Catherine Welch’s “ The 
Little Dauphin,” (Scribner's.) While 
the author does not present any fresh 
material concerning the son of Louis 
XVI. and Marie Antoinette, she is the 
first to write a connected and complete 
account of the little life that began in 
such splendor, was so soon over- 
whelmed by such abject wretchedness, 
and ended in such befogging mystery 
as to make it one of the unanswerable 
conundrums of history. 


At the very outset the volume invites 
perusal because of the simply written 
but vivid portrayal which Miss Welch 
makes of the Court into which the 
child was born and of the characters 
of his parents, She has a knack for 
putting into salient phrasing the domt- 
nant features of a character, a knack 
which is in evidence all through the 
book, but which is of especial value to 
her in the rapid sketches she makes in 
the opening chapter of the King and 
Queen and their immediate entourage. 
From all sources she has gathered to- 
gether an immense fund of incidents In 
the life of the small heir to the throne 
and of anecdotes about him, and these 
she has skillfully woven together to 
make a picture of the life of tie child 
as complete and well-rounded as the 
material renders possibile. Miss Welch 
has felt the lure of conjecturing what 
might have happened “ if’’—and, like 
many another historian, daliies by the 
way to speculate how different history 
might have been. 


In both the first and middle portions 
of the book, which carry the biography 
of the child through his seven years of 
life at Court as the heir to the throne, 
the beginning of the Revolution, the 
attempt of the reyal family to escape 
from Prance, their life in prison, the 
execution of Louis ang Marie Antoi- 
nette and the solitary confinement of 
the boy, up to the time of his supposed 
death at the age of ten years, Miss 
Welch shaws not a little skill In her 
management of the background. The 
figure of the boy ts always, of course, 
the important thing, but she projects It 
against the stirring and etormy events 
of the time, sketching tn the setting as 
she goes along, bringing out espe- 
clally such happenings as intimately 
concerned the Dauphin, making it pos- 
sible to follow constantly the tragic 
course of events. Against that dark 
and bloody background she makes the 
little Prince stand out, a remarkably 
elear and vivid bit of historical por- 
traiture. 


The last third of her book the author 
devotes to thé question of the Dau- 
phin’s death and the mystery of his 
fate if he did not die. First she gives 
the accepted story of his death, then 
the opposed story of his alleged escape; 
then she examines the claims, some of 
them at considerable length, of each of 
the forty different young men who 
claimed to be each the heir to the 
Bourbon throne. Throughout the book 
Miss Welch shows excellent judgment 
and discretion in the care with which 
she examines and weighs accounts 
given by the writers of that time, but 
this judicial and discriminating atti- 
tude is particularly noteworthy in her 
treatment of the mystery which ended 
the Dauphin’s brief career. All other 
writers have taken ft up because they 
had a theory they wished to prove. 
Miss Welch bas evidently busied her- 
self with it because it interested her 
and she wished to gather and sift the 
evidence and then judge it impartially 

herself, while allowing her readers 
The conclusion to

final chapter she treats in a convincing 
manner of “the skeleton in the cup- 
board”’ of most of the Courts of Eu- 
rope. She recalls the Empress Joseph- 
ine’s conviction that the child was 
still alive, and her supposed share in the 
conspiracy by which his escape was 
brought about, her alleged wish that 
the Emperor should make him heir to 
the throne, and the assertions of con- 
temporary rumor that her premature 
death was due to the fact that she 
knew too much and talked too much 
about this dangerous subject. The 
sudden disappearance of a servant to 
the royal family while they were cap- 
tive in the Temple, after he was said 
to have told Louis XVIII. all the de- 
tails of the escape, is another link In 
the evidence. The marriage of the sis- 
ter of Louis-Charles to the nephew and 
heir of Louis XVIII. the author thinks 
was a scheme of that monarch to close 
her mouth if the Dauphin should re 
turn and claim her recognition.

Recent Books Describe Careers of Feminine Personalities of the 
Great World—Some Splendid in Sin, Some Noble in 
Love, Some Pathetic in Luckless Luxury.

T seems fit to head this no- 
tice of books on women *® 
with Monsieur Wyzewa’s 
volume, “ Some Women Lov- 
ing or Luckless,” because this 

title applies very well to them all. One 
after the other of these lives, lived so 
often in high places, amid pomp and 
luxury, adorned with beauty and with 
wit, are withal so pathetic, so filled up 
with pain and despair, that one almost 
wonders how woman, living in a world 
which has dealt her such frightful 
wounds, should have survived at all, 
and ever reached the present day little 
the worse for wear. 

M. Wyzewa’'s book contains sketches 
of fourteen different women, beginning 
with Sophia Dorothea, the unhappy 
wife of the Hanoverian George I. of 
England, who expiated her passionate 
love by thirty years in prison, and end- 
ing with the story of Caroline von Giin- 
derode, the high-strung young German 
who shot herself to death for love of a 
selfish and ugly old German philos- 
opher.

more especially since the incidents were 
so frequently—what a gentleman could 
not possibly have told! Probably not. 
But it is conceivable that we are not so 
interested in being told how a gentle- 
man should comport himself as we are 
in studying this revelation of a soul, a 
revelation by no means less actual be- 
cause the author of it so frequently ex- 
aggerates or prevaricates, In giving us, 
by the aid of archives and papers re- 
cently come to light, more knowledge of 
Rousseau's life and amours, Mr. Gribble 
performs a valuable work, because he 
helps us to understand a puzzling per- 
sonality who was withal a great artist. 
But the moral reflections upon charac- 
ter rather bore the reader, who natural- 
ly prefers in a book of this sort not to 
be led in proper paths, but to have the 
landmarks pointed out and verified, and 
then to be given the freedom of the 
country. 

That portion of the volume dealing 
with Rousseau's idyllic stay at Les 
Charmettes is particularly interesting. 
Every one knows the story as it was 
written years afterward in the “ Con- 


fessions.’" That brief golden time of

Generations have seen pilgrimages 
made by the famous and the senti- 
mental to this shrine of a great love, 
And now Mr. Gribble, with dates, 
leases, even letters from J. J. himself, 
smothers the poor idyl quite out of ex- 
istence. The philosopher's stay at 
Les Charmettes was under conditions 
scarcely making for happiness, and 
most of the time he spent there was 
not the exquisite solitude-A-deux he has 
painted for us, but a quite real solitude 
of one, or else a three-cornered affair, 
where Jean Jacques was more goose- 
berry than lover, 

Mr. Gribble has approached Rousseau 
rather as a founder, whom he holds in 
proper contempt, than as an artist, a 
writer of genius. Yet it is the latter 
Rousseau, author of several unique 
books and master of an almost flawless 
atyle, whom the world has adjudged to 
be of value, and who was certainly ex- 
istent; the Rousseau whose immense 
influence upon much subsequent litera- 
ture in his country alone bespeaks vital- 
ity, who is the more valuable to poster- 
ity. To be sure, Mr. Gribble’s chapter 
on the “Contrat Social and Emile” 
is a good chapter—perhaps the best in 
the book, together with his summing up 
of J. J.’s attitude toward and effect on 
woman tn the abstract—women not per- 
sonally known to him, But the body of 
the book is less satisfactory. Those 
women whom Rousseau loved or was 
loved by are not drawn with any force 
or clearness, with the possible excep- 
tion of Mme. de Warens. Furthermore, 
Mr. Gribble Is a careless, slipshod writ- 
er, and his work often produces the im- 
pression of having been hurried over, 
its faults being rather those of a man 
who doesn’t care than of one who 
doesn’t know. + 

There is no doubt whatever that Ro- 
mance is dear to the heart of Mr. 
Trowbridge. The very title of his book, 
“Seven Splendid Sinners,” might have 
set the wits and pens of the Duchess or 
Bertha M. Clay to working of them- 
selves, and the sketches in no wise fall 
behind the initial promise. The one 
concerning the Duchess of Kendal, mis- 
tress of George L, is perhaps the clever- 
est in the book, The author ends it 
with a quotation from Oscar Wilde: 


And the damned grotesques made 
arabesques 
Like the wind upon the sand. 


As being most concisely descriptive 
of this astounding court, with its un- 
easy Jacobin background of splendid 
color and fervor and picturesque black 
treachery, its pathetic imprisoned 
Queen, that same Sophia Dorothea who 
had heard her lover murdered beyond 
her door, with the terrible Duchess of 
Platen stamping on his mouth to silence 
his dying taunts; with its foreign, com- 
monplace King and his hideous mis- 
tresses, his turbaned Turks, All of it 
fantastic, impossible, yet real. A note 
in the preface quotes an interesting 
letter in regard to Lady Darlington, 
also reputed a mistress of ‘ George's. 
The letter ‘is from Count Alexander 
Kielmansegg, a lineal descendant, and 
to the effect that “ the writer is in the 
best position to prove to you that all 
umors about the scandals and financial 
difficulties of Lady Darlington in 
Hanover are without the slightest 
foundation.” While other documents 
prove beyond question that Lady Dar- 
lington was never the mistress of 
George L, but a devoted wife and 
mother. 

The article on Mme. de Chateauroux 
is full of the glitter, the intrigue, the 
wit, and danger of the corrupt Court of 
Louis Quinze. She and her four sisters 
played a strange game with the King 
and each other, in which the Chateau- 
roux held the winning cards for several 
hands—until they were dramatically 
snatched from her grasp by death, 
more inopportune even than usual, 

Catherine of Russia is, of course,

their look fascinating, glassy, like 
those of a wild veast. Her brow is 
high, and if I mistake not an awful 
future is written on that brow. She is 
kind and affable, but when she comes 
near me I draw back with a move- 
ment I cannot control, She frightens 
me, 


It is as the light o’ love she is pre- 
sented in these pages. But the back- 
ground of her queenhood remains, and 
its blood and crime stain and blacken 
her, 

The most winning figure in the group 
is that of Lola Montez, who died not 
so very long ago in New York after a 
tempestuous life. There was some- 
thing positively sublime in the way this 
girl rose, ruled a king, married whom 
she chose, remained undaunted by 
every sort of hardship—and finally 
turned to good deeds and died in the 
odor of sanctity. Her face is lovely, 
and something sincere and gentle ema- 
nates from her, despite the reckless 
wildness of most of her 43 years. 

Mrs. Aubrey Richardson has written 
a bulky volume about Robert Dudley, 
Earl of Leicester, over whose sweet 
young wife we have all, in our Walter 
Scott days, shed many tears, Mrs. 
Richardson unfortunately writes very 
badly, with no distinction, not much 
care as to grammatical construction, 
and a colloquialism that jars upon the 
reader. ‘Yet the woman’s scorn in 
dying of the honours dear in life.” “ The 
conjunction of his destiny with that 
other destiny that was to raise his to 
all ascendancy.” “ Leicester took to 
authority as a duck takes to water.” 
“Elizabeth wus very angry with the 
courtiers of Mrs. — nobles all—who 
joined, © * * ” and so on indef- 
initely. Probably most of the events 
belonging to Leicester and Queen Eliz- 
abeth's long intimacy are brought to- 
gether in this book, and the story is 
sufficiently romantic to be readable. 
But, so far as any philosophic or ana- 
lytic quality is concerned, one may 
judge of it from the following extract, 
which occurs toward the end. Speak- 
ing of Motley’s description of the fa- 
vorite, she says:

One feels that there is something bit- 
ter here, yet all is in doubt, for the 
thought is only as clear and convinc- 
ing as the language in which it is 
couched, 

A life of Mme. de Pompadour should 
have been written long ago. But to 
Mr. Williams has fallen the work of 
giving us the first complete and careful 
record of this remarkable woman. To 
“ nothing extenuate nor set down aught 
in malice’ has been the biographer’s 
aim, and he has gone for his material 
to widely different sources, paying as 
much respect to the Duchess’s devoted 
femme de chambre as to her enemy 
d@’Argenson. The resuit is an extremely 
interesting and what looks like an ex- 
tremely just book. To regard the Pom- 
padour as a dissolute woman is to take 
an utterly false view of her. Accord- 
ing to the standards and customs of 
her day, she was even a moral one. 
Her affection for the King seems to 
have been sincere, as it was undivided, 
a fact which partially explains her long 
ascendancy, although to her tact, her 
courage, her resolution is owing most 
of the immense power she attained. 
But it was her ambition which undid 
her, and the terrible war into which 
she plunged her King and country 
proved her own deathblow. She had 
lost Louis's love, although she still con- 
trolled him. But when the funeral cor- 
tége passed Versailles in a heavy rain, 
he is said to have remarked, as he gazed 
idly out upon it, “ The Marchioness has 
@ wet day for her journey.” 

Lady Jane Grey, in the sixteen years 
of her life, achieved a pathetic pinnacle 
of fame accorded to no other woman 
in the long and bloody record of Eng- 
land’s Courts. If the passionate and 
romantic Mary wakens a greater inter- 
est, there is something about this wise 
child, with her cold gentleness, her for- 
titude, her love of learning, with its 
touch of pedantry, infinitely moving. 
In this story of her life a clear account 
is given of the general events leading 
up to her brief transit across the stage, 
and an impression of the temper and 
intrigue surrounding her. The author’s 
habit of frequently quoting from the 
old chronicles lends the pages a charm- 
ing hint of quaintness and simplicity. 
The last glimpse we get of Wyatt, for 
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STORY of Western Africa, in the 
A Portuguese wilderness, in a land 
whose vast, crude, helpless misery 
makes it seem forgotten of God and be- 
ruined by man, is ‘‘ Long Odds,"’ by Har- 
old Bindloss, (Small, Maynard & Co., 
$1.50.) The author remarks, in the course 
of the narrative, that “it is very difficult 
to be an optimist in Africa,” and his 
book does not lessen that task outside of 
Africa, ~ He is engrossed in the telling 
of the story, and so does not appear to 
be especially interested in the showing 
up of colonial methods or in drawing the 
attention of civilization to the burden 
which the white man has laid upon the 
shoulders of the black. But in the telling 
of the story, which he has done remark- 
ably well, he gives so near and Intimate 
a view of the hot, steaming wilderness, 
of guarded bands of negroes pattering 
silently down its tracks to some trad- 
er’s compound, of a few fever-stricken 
white men spending thelr lives in the 
endeavor to mitigate a little the conse- 
quences of commercial brutality, of the 
atrocities perpetrated in the name of 
civilization for the sake of gain, that the 
wickedness of it all speaks for itself. 
The hero of the story is an English- 
man who at some previous time had been 
kicked out of the Colonial Service, the 
victim of unjust accusation. Stranded 
in Portuguese West Africa, he had 
sounded the depths of outcast degrada- 
tion. Then a trader, of villainous enough 
life himself, had offered a helping hand, 
and the man had pulled himself back into 
self-respect. The trader dies, and the 
Englishman, wishing to discharge his 
debt, promises to carry out certain resti- 
tutions toward a black woman and some 
black men which the trader, repenting of 
some of his villainies, had wished to make 
himself. At the same time the English- 
man learns that somebody has died and 
left him money and that the girl to 
whom he had been engaged was still wait- 
ing for him. But four years of life in the 
wilderness had left their marks on heart 
and brain, and, changed man that he was, 
when he met his former sweetheart it 
took all the dogged loyalty of his nature 
to make @ pretense of wishing to carry 
out their engagement. All his desires 
yearned toward the wilderness and all his 
ambition was to right some of the wrongs 
that are being perpetrated there—desires 
and ambitions that were quite incom- 
prehensible to his bride-to-be. But he 
went back to fulfill his promise to the 
dead trader, and the greater part of the 
book is taken up with his adventures and 
perils and narrow escapes in the course 
of this enterprise, and with the setting 
forth of the conditions, commercial and 
official, under which he labored. The 
love story is of minor importance and 
is not well managed, lacking warmth 
and color and impressiveness. But the 
story of the wilderness and of the brutal 
things that harbor there and of the man's 
grim fight with them is strong and real- 
istic and vital. 


PUBLIC EDUCATION. 


In a book entitled “ The Administration 
of Public Education in the United States,” 
(the Macmillan Company, $1.75,) we have 
a comprehensive story of the growth of 
the educational system of this country. 
The book is the joint product of Samuel 
Train Dutton, the Professor of School 
Administration In the Teachers College 
at Columbia University, and David Sned- 
den, Adjunct Professor of Educational 
Administration in the same college, and 
Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler has contrib- 
uted some interesting introductory re- 
marks. 

The story shows how, beginning in 4 
primitive way and with no welj-consid- 
ered educational scheme, we have so de- 
veloped our institutions that they are 
now scientifically organized and admin- 
istered to a very large extent by men 
and women specially trained for the 
work they perform. In writing their 
book Messrs, Dutton and Snedden have 
almed chiefly at producing .a work of 
value to school officers and students of 
education. The book will be found, how- 
ever, to have a considerable value to 
those not directly concerned in educa- 
tional work; for the history of American 


education is a very important part of the 
general history of the country.

“Mary, your poetry goes beyond my 
theology. Why should I preach to 
you?” It is part of the wheat of mem- 
ory that he also said, “She has some 
great future; mark that. She is an in- 
tellectual and spiritual genius.” 

Mrs. Eddy’s biographer mentions with 
apparent regret that no record exists of 
her freeing of the slaves of her first 
husband, Glover, after his death, but 
avers that she did this nevertheless, re- 
turning to her girlhood home, and after 
nine years of widowhood marrying Dr. 
Daniel Patterson, the dentist. This act 
brought her “unfortunate yet jeweled 
adversity,” because it carried her into a 
prolonged retreat in the mountains, 
whence she emerged further along in 
the mental state which grew into her 
conception of Christian Science. 

It has been declared that Mrs. Eddy 
at one time posed as a Spiritualist. Her 
biographer here admits that she did as- 
sociate with Spiritualists for years, and 
Was even present at séances, but holds 
that her dealing with the entire subject 
was “consistent.” Her long connec- 
tion with Phineas T. Quimby, the Maine 
“healer,” whom she afterward de- 
nounced as a mesmerist, and from 
whom she is accused of having bor- 
rowed the idea and theory of Christian 
Science, is admitted, and it is admitted 
also that she wrote two testimonials for 
the newspapers crediting him with hav- 
ing cured her of invalidism. But Miss 
Wilbur declares, despite all reproduc- 
tions of Quimby manuscripts on the 
subject, that the only authentic writ- 
ings on this subject are Mrs. Eddy’s, 
with Quimby’s interlineations, and that 
they do not bear out this allegation. 

Mrs. Eddy, it is admitted, however, 
did carry back with her from Portland 
when she departed “a manuscript 
which she had prepared there while 
under the sway of Quimby’s thought,” 
and in the family gossip this came to 
be talked of as “the Quimby manu- 
Thus did an erroneous notion 
arise to the injury of the best inten- 
tions. Mrs. Eddy, doubtful of the in- 
spiration of the thoughts therein con- 
tained, devoted herself to the prepara- 
tion of another manuscript concerning 
the spiritual significance of the Scrip- 
tures, and this eventually became “ Sci- 
ence and Health.” 

Thus does her official biographer 
carry Mrs. Eddy through her stormy 
career to her present ease and attain- 
ment. Having studied mesmerism at 
close quarters, she “ dethroned ” it. She 
triumphed over the “strange conspir- 
acy” which led to her husband Eddy, 
and one of her students, Edward 
J. Arens, being arrested for conspiracy 
to murder Daniel Spofford, a student 
with whom she had quarreled and 
whom she wanted out of the way. She 
published under tremendous difficulty 
her magnum opus, and having seen 
believers in Christian Science grow into 
thousands withdrew from the world te

'T MAY seem presumptious,” 
says Gen. William F. Draper 
in his preface, “ for a man of 
ordinary talent such as I 
esteem myself, to write his 

memoirs,"’* but he pleads in justifica- 
tion of his course that his public ex- 
perience as a soldier, a member of Con- 
gress, and a diplomat has been quite 
out of the ordinary; few lives, he 
thinks, have covered go wide a field as 
his. And there may be more to come, 
the General intimates, for, as he brings 
his work to a close, he remarks: 

I am often asked whether I anticl- 
pate any further public Ufe, and my 
well-considered answer is ‘“‘ No.” By 
this I do not mean that if there seems 
to be some service that I am con- 
sidered especially qualified to render 
I shall refuse to render it, but there 
are few positions that would attract 
me if offered, if no sense of public 


duty were involved, and none that I 
would seek. 


One might guess that the General 
considers himself especially well quali- 
fied to sit in the United States Senate 
as the high priest of ultra uncompro- 
mising protection of the sort to which 
the Home Market Club Is attached.

For the present Gen. Draper appar- 
ently is more interested in the public 
and social life of Washington than in 
anything else.

In Boston, 
however, wealth, and hospitality are not 
essentials, provided the heads of the 
family for two generations or more 
have resided in town and been edu- 
cated at Harvard College.”

AN ENTERTAINING HEROINE. 


A vivacious English gtril ts the heroine 
of “Hilary on Her Own,” by Mabel 
Barnes-Grundy (Baker & Taylor Com- 
pany, $1.50.)
